Following a study of the educatipnal needs of adults 
in the State of Washington, the 1967 Washington legislature passed 
the Community College Act of 1967, which established t)ie cpmnunity 
college system. It was expressly stated in the purpose of the law 
that ccMnmunity services of an educational cultural, and reciseational 
nature, and adult education should have equal emphasis with transfer 
courses and occupational education. -The 1969 Legislature made the 
Community College System responsible for virtually all adult 
education in the state. , Adult education was .3* of the total college 
program in 1963-65, whereas in 1968, it was 2.85X. -There are six 
adult education categories that are approved for state support. .The 
programs that have been initiated provide courses tha.t extend from 
those who have little or no education to those .w}io have spent a 
lifetime in formal training. - (DB)

Mn have token at iMst om adult education alass in their career* In thia 
consideration it My be worthwhile that industry design work so that it will 
require further iMming^ and perhapa plan work releaae prograM or Mnetary 
reanneratlon as a stinulus for further training*^

extend fresi those vbo have little or no education to those who have spent a 
lifetime in foraal training* They are not content with just providing the 
sttbjeet* They are waking trenendoua ettevpts to bring the course to the 
student* The subjects ere student centered courses in en effort to give the 
student vhet he wants. At the smm tlM they are not afraid of innovation so 
that nev and nore effective ways of learning My be developed* Weshington has
